While en route to Gettysburg for a reunion with his two 
sisters. PM ward Valentine Sheely, 65, native of New Oxford, 
prominent Memphis (Tennessee) druggist, and former post­ 
master of Memphis, was killed in an automobile accident at 
Huntington, West Virginia, Wednesday. 
Word of the fatality was received this morning by Mrs. 
Harry Sanders, East Middle street, sister of Mr. Sheely, with 
whom he planned to visit. Another sister of the victim, Mrs. 
A. G. Wolf, of Newark, New Jersey, is en route to Gettys­ 
burg, unaware of her brother’s death. 
She was expected to 
arrive this afternoon. 
Wife Is Injured 
In the car with Mr. Sheely at the time of the accident 
were his wife, who was injured, and the victim’s son and 
daughter in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Edward V. Sheely, Jr., also of 
Memphis. The telegram did not state whether the younger 
Mr. and Mrs. Sheely were hurt, nor were details of the crash 
contained in the message.

Large Saving on Interest 
Both issues, dated October I, 1920, carry a provision 
whereby they can be redeemed on October I, 1935. The one 
issue, haying a face value of $100,000, does not mature until 
1950, while the $80,000 issue is redeemable in 1945. 
I he provision which allows the commissioners to call 
the two issues in 1935, was discovered recently by the county 
commissioners and their clerk, and steps were immediately 
taken to save the county large sums which it would have 
been compelled to pay in interest and in the establishment of 
a sinking fund necessary to redeem the issues when they ma- 
tured.
